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One of the chief innovations at the 
Chateau Frontenac, Quebec, in con- 
nection with the winter sports pro- 
gramme is the introduction of a husky 
dog team. In order to secure the gen- 
uine animal’ a representative visited 
the: North Country to select dogs 
suitable for this purpose. Previous 
to the journey telegrams were sent 
to all important fur posts, north of 
the Great Lakes, but owing to the 
unusual conditions prevailing during 
the fall of 1921, little success was 
met with. A variety of replies were 
received — one Hudson’s Bay Post 
sent word that owing to the lateness 
of the “freeze-up,” and poor travel- 
ling conditions, Indian trappers were 
still far in the interior with their 
dogs, and were not expected out till 
the New Year. Another factor re- 
plied that strange ‘sickness, the 
symptoms of which resembled dis- 
temper, was affecting most of the 
dogs in his vicinity, and that -he 
would not advise their purchase, Art- 
other wired that fish was so scarce, 
dogs were extremely thin and wick- 
ed, and weaker members had been 
sacrificed to provide food for the 
larger and, more useful dogs, -The 
value of husky dogs in the’ Canadian 
northern expanse is very high and 
prices reach surprising. proportions 
m the fall when each man sets out 
to secure a string for his’ winter’s 
work, Due-to the heavy expense 


ing a team, the purse for the racé 
has been raised this year to attract 
the most exacting trailers. Last 
year pups were selling for $200 for 
a string of five, whilst animals fully 
grown and trained brought from $75 
to $100 each. 

Th@ district north and west of 
Nipigon promised success in secur- 
ing huskies, as just before Christ- 
mas the Indians’ bring their fall 
catch into the posts, where they 
trade them for fresh supplies, beads, 
firearms, and other articles which 
they may require.

New Policy Needed 4 to Restore B.C. 
Salmon Industry 

Vancouver.—British Columbia’s sal- 
mon depletion problem has been laid 
before. Hon. Ernest Lapointe, minister 
of marine and fisheries, Ottawa, ‘ac- 
cording to announcement of Hon, Wm 
Sloan, provincial commissioner af 
fisheries. . Hon. Mr. Sloan told a gath- 
ering of cannery men here of the fail- 
ure'of tle U.S. Senate to ratify 
treaties for the protection of: the 
Fraser salmon run and failure of 
the Washington state fisheries board 
to guarantee regulations was having 
the effect:;of making the famous sal- 
mon runs of the Fraser a thing of the 
past and unless action was taken 
at once, Northern British Columbia 
streams will suffer a like fate. . 

“The situation in the northern 
waters is entirely up to our-own 
government,” Mr. Sloan declared, 
and said that he had placed the whole 
situatfon before Hon. Ernest La- 
pointe, and he hoped a new fisheries 
policy would be decided upon soon, | 
that would restore the salmon fish- 
ing industry of the province.
